Dear Sir, 

“Vhis is Rob Martin's statement, given in 
the Adelaide Magistrate's Court to S.M. 
Nelligan Q.C. on Friday 25th Feb. when 
he was sentenced to 18 months jail for 
. non-compliance with the National Service 
Act — 

My reasons for non-compliance with the 
requirements of the National Service Act 
are not new ones. 

I cannot in conscience comply with an 
Act which does not respect the freedom 
of individuals. There is no such respect 
in an Act which orders men to undergo 
' military training. I consider only recruit- 
ment on a voluntary basis to be acceptable 
as a means of building a military force. 

To institute conscription opens the way 
for prosecution of wars for which few 
people would volunteer. It helps Govern- 
ments use coercion and the exploitation 
. of ignorance and apathy, to avoid justify- 
ing their wars. Such was the case in the 
recent use of conscripts in the Indo-China 
massacre. Such will be the case in 
future massacres unless enough people 
oppose the National Service Act to help 
make sure that all future military ventures 
are based, not on coercion and lies, but 
on rational arguments drawn from the 
truth. 

The acceptance of conscription by the 
population helps habituate them to the 
loss of freedom. I consider freedom to be 
a good and necessary thing for the healthy 
development of human beings. Practice 
in assessing situations, in making decisions 
for one’s self, and in respecting the rights 
of others, makes for a healthy society. 
Ordering young men to undergo an auth- 
oritarian training, while frightening and 
blindfolding the rest of the population into 
unquestioning acceptance, makes for an 
unhealthy society — one much more likely

We have recently heard from Mr Nixon 
about his plan to withdraw American 
troops from Vietnam. Our newspapers 
point out that these forces are only being 
moved to Thailand and thus Vietnam will 
still be subject to attack from the air and 
sea, and the people will continue to live 
in constant danger. 

Everyone knows that Vietnam is being 
reduced to a wasteland, the soil and 
rivers are being chemically poisoned. It 
will take decades for them to become pro- 
ductive again, if ever. The same defoliants 
wfiich have caused the collapse of the 
Vietnamese ecology are also responsible 
for the increase in birth defects.

Because Overseas student studying in Aust- 
ralia are bound to refrain from any political 
or controversial activity, and because 
pressure to do well at study leaves most 
with little spare time, the plight of over- 
seas students in this country has remain^ 
largely uninvestigated. Apparently in an 
attempt to remedy this situation, or to do 
some stirring in that general direction, 
the Co-Local Overseas Student Service 
Director (L.O.S.S.D.) at Newcastle 
published the following leaflet: 
AUSTRALIAN IMMIGRATION POLICY 
A MATTER OF PRINCIPLES 

Co-Local Overseas Student Service 
Director, Newcastle. 

This is an expression of how the Australian 
Immigration Policy affects me, an overseas 
student and an Asian. 

Allow me to trace its i.ntroduction, the 
way my Australian friends tell me. Accord 
ing to the way I have been told, its pur- 
poses were: — 

1. To Protect Australia from the 
Communist Asian Hordes. 

Seclude a white society from the 'yellow 
peril', protect the pure stock. A milder 
form of "perpetuation of master race" - 
with Hitler's compliments! I find this 
attitude more rife with country people in 
Australia but I don't know about those 
elsewhere, (with exceptions of coursel 
KEEP AUSTRALIA FAIR 

2. To Protect Australia from the Invasion 
of Cheap Labour. 

A protection of the Australian inherent 
right to work less for more pay. Pre- 
sumably, presence of a labour force which 
will do the required work for less financial 
damages will put "bludgers" out of work. 
Does the Immigration policy register 
proof that the superior white man fear 
competition with an Asiatic? , 

The government goes to much trouble 
and expense to attract Immigrants to 
Australia to fill the labour gap. I some- 
times wonder if it be a camouflaged 
"Aid Europe" Crusade — frequently a 
drain of social misfits of dubious use to 
Australia. Is the effort and expense worth 
the undertaking? There is an overflowing 
labour force next door, except that they 
be of the wrong colpyir. How useful the 
financial drain to implement the preference 
of immigrants of Caucasion stock is not for 
me to say. 

3. Australia has witnessed too much 
racial disruptions in various parts of 
the world to be unwary of possible 
racial tensions brought about by the 
presence of Asiatics.

Michael Anderson; 

born in Breworrira? on 28 October 
1951. Has 3 sisters and 2 brothers. 

Father left home and was virtually 
reared by his grandmother because 
his mother had to leave home to find 
work. Has the Higher School certificate; 

Q. Do you have any confidence left in the 
Liberal Government to legislate for the 
welfare of the Aborigine people? 

A. No. The Australian Liberal Party today 
have got Australia into such a muck econ- 
omically that the blacks just have no say 
in the country and no position. 

Q. Can we expect a mass uprising if the 
Liberal government wins the next election? 

A. I think you will see a considerable 
change in Aboriginal society. Anti- 
discrimination laws, ownership to parts 
of Aboriginal land with mineral rights — 
once we get this foot in the door we can 
claim for the 5 point policy which 
Whitlam has already discussed with us. 
(Copy of 5 point policy included) 


Q. Yes, but you have not really answered 
the question. Could a mass uprising of 
Aborigines occur if the government wins 
the next election? 

A. Yea — a mass uprising could occur. 

Q. What form would this uprising take? 

A. Thats for the people to decide 

Q. What form would you expect this up- 
rising to take? 

A. One of taking and not asking. 

Q. How many blacks would you expect to 
resort to violent action? 

A. It's very difficult to say because I 
haven't been to other Aboriginal zones 
around Australia. 

Q. The Labour Party says it will grant 
Aborigines their due rights when it is 
elected to the Government. But after 
200 years of white deception can you 
really trust the Labour Party to contribute 
significantly to Aboriginal advancement? 

A. No. I take them with a grain of salt. 


Q. Do you trust Mr Whitlam personally? 

A. He's a politician, isn't he? But he is 
the only leader who has come to us to 
listen to what we have to say. 

Q. What extra items, in relation to Abor- 
iginal affairs, would you like to see adopted 
within the policy of the ALP? 

A. Firstly, we need extra funds for com- 
munity development within the Aboriginal 
society. We can't be what we used to be but 
we can deveiop our own cultural customs 
and live with the white mans technology 
which will not infringe upon our cultural 
customs. 

Also we need compensation for land 
which has been reuined by the white mans 
materialistic life. Comprensation for 
compiete destruction of our society. 

Mr Whitlam avoided this when he talked 
to us. But we will be pressing for this in 
the future. If the American Indians can do 
it so can we. 


Q. What has Senator Bonner done? 

A. Nothing, and I can't elabu>ate' on what 
he's done because he has done fucking 
nothing, 

Q. Is it possible for you to, use Bonner in 
any way? 

A. I think perhaps we may be able to 
use him if he survives the next election. 

Q. Have any other politicians taken any 
action. 

A. Jim Keefe is the most outspoken 
politician and a very sincere one at that. 

Q. Can you trust him? 

A. Yes — he's the only one we can trust. 

Q. When you speak of autonomy for the 
Northern Territory do you mean that it 
will become an independent biack nation? 

A. We can take the N.T. over on a majority 
rule and it will take a fair while before 
we can gain independence for the N.T. 

It will take a lot of hard work but at this 
point we will work it as a state within the 
Commonwealth. 
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Q. In your 5 point plan you ask for an 
initial payment of $6 billion dollars. 

How would this $6 billion dollars be 
paid to you and why so much? 

A. An Aboriginal trust fund could be 
set up, comprised of blacks only, and this 
trust fund could administer the money to 
whereever they want. 1 don't con»der 
that $6 billion dollars is too much. The 
American Indians get $600,000 dollars 
a year, therefore, why can't we get it. 

Q. 2 weeks ago during a meeting with 
students at the Embassy you asked for 
financial help. Yet later, at a students 
association meeting you threatened students 
with violence if they raised money with- 
out first consulting the Embassy. Can 
this contradiction be explained as an.) 
immature attempt to appear independent? 


A. That statement was meant, because 
after we read that letter put out, the 
blacks went off their rockers. Who the 
shit are those uni students introducing 
the idea of giving us $1500 when they 
needed it more than us. The point that 
made made me upset was the fact that 
people thought that money was being spent 
on grog. As far as we are concerned 
anybody who introduces literature like 
this will be dealt with in a manner in 
which the blacks see fit. We've had the 
Australian Government and other whites 
make decisions without consultation which 
have completely destroyed my people. We 
don't want any financial assistance or be 
told how to spend our funds. We are the 
ones fighting the war; a long hard one. 

We have been rather successful up to date 
with the funds we have. We did ask the 
uni for assistance but we didn't want to 


take anything they needed. 

Q. The hard line that you have adopted, 
such as future intimidation of individuals 
who disagree with your policies or your 
threats of black raids on campus, has 
lost your cause much support within the 
university. Do you feel that you don't 
need this support or are you just ignorant 
of how white student think? 

A. Yes, we need support of white people 
and university students and admittedly 
we asked for financial support from uni 
students but I got very angry when they 
used us as a political football to secure 
the $1500 within the ANU which we 
wouldn't have taken in any case because 
when they set up the radio station within 
the ANU then we can ask for support for 
protest marchers or fund raising and the 
radio station will be able to give the story 






to all the students instead of just a few 
who may turn up for a meeting when we 
call for support. 

But I am pretty ignorant on how the stud- 
ents think and many blacks are and the 
statement that was made regarding raids 
on campus was one of anger for being 
used as a political football. And It meant 
that the help that we seek will be 
approached in the manner we ask for and 
not from white intimidators. 

Q. How do you see the role of Abschol? 

A. To develop and help black people on 
reserves to speak and develop themselves. 
In other words a re-education structure 
for older Aborigines.

A Supreme Court injunction has been 
granted freezing SRC funds. The Vice- 
Chancellor has stated that the Universities 
discipline statutes would be rendered 
ineffective if the SRC paid fines imposed 
as a disciplinary measure. 


The confrontation at La Trobe has im- 
plications beyond the immediate sit- 
uation. 


As the concept of the role of the student 
in the university and the community has 
chartged, so must student government 
change. It must become more than a 
passive debating society, confined to a 
small circle of the student body. 


It involves issues which are vital to all 
university student organisations. The 
most important issue is student control 
of student affairs. This is part of a larger 
commitment, that universities in gen- 
eral and students in particular, should 
be involved in the society they are a 
part of. 


Another issue that of SRC spending out- 
side the university, has drawn attention 
from the Council. 


If the overt coercion used by the La Trobe 
administration is successful in enforcing 
its decisions against student wishes it 
provides an ominous precedent for all 
student organizations. 


An investigation of the legality of the 
expenditure was made last year after 
the donation of $300 and $500 worth of 
books to H.M.Prison Pentridge. Action 
by the Council has been further stimulated 
by the opposition of some members to the 
SRC's "Bail Fund" and Legal Defence Fund, 


One of the main issues on which the 
La Trobe S.R.C. has opposed the 
administration arose out of events in 
September 1971, when students opposed 
the Council's policy of automatically 
excluding any student expelled from any 
other Australian university. 


As the La Trobe SHC is denied access to 
any funds the greatest need is for finance 
to fight the case in the courts. Cases 
are estimated at $10,000. 


All of this SRC spending has been in 
accordance with SRC policy, general meet- 
ing decisions, and the provisions of the 
SRC Constitution. 


It is hoped that student meetings at all 
universities will discuss and support the 
La Trobe SRC in its confrontation with 
bureaucracy and give support both moral 
and financial. 


The "exclusions policy" was condemned 
by the SRC and general meetings. As a 
result of the opposition to the policy, 
twelve students, including the SRC 
President, were expelled and fines 
totalling $3,200 were Imposed. 


The administration is attempting to use 
a clause in the university Act which states 
that the university is responsible for all 
monies collected by the University, to 
deprive the SRC of financial autonomy. 
The SRC regards this as an abuse of the 
ACt as the SRC's money is collected by 
the University on behalf of the SRC as 
part of the General Service Fee.

It was even supposed that it would be

Israel — materially — in order, no doubt, 
to improve his character. After all, it 
takes effort to make a human being out 


In order to examine the 'establishment' 
which is supposed to 'rule' any country 
it is necessary firstly to ascertain if 
there is in that country any predomin- 
ant source of power controlled by a 
small group of men, and if so, to find 
out how the ruling group is constituted. 
Does it admit anyone to its ranks? Has 
race or tribe any influence on its com- 
position? and what is that group's 
mental attitude to the state and its 
neighbour? 


Translating this into Israeli terms, we 
find that Israel is peculiar almost to the 
extent of being unique; in fact, apart 
from the Vatican I don't know of any 
Sovereign state which even slightly 
resembles it. The peculiarity lies in the 
fact that in all the states of the world, 
no matter what their regimes are, the 
chief sources of economic power lie 
inside the state. They may consist of 
agriculture or industry, of oil or of 
gold mines but they are inside. The 
main income of Israel comes from 
outside (like that of the Vatican). 


This can be shown in various ways, first 
of all by the actions of Israel's leaders. 

Is there any other government in which 
some ministers go abroad ten times a 
year to raise money for charity! (All 
money which goes to Israel from Western 
countries is officially charity). And 
though many ministers go abroad fre- 
quently, every one of them — in- 
cluding the Prime Minister and the Min- 
ister of Security — goes at least once a 
year. After these visits the Israeli 
press often describes the poor minister 
as 'suffering' at luxurious but vulgar 
and long-drawn-out banquets with 
Jewish millionaires and their wives, 
but gloats over the enormous sums col- 
lected. The duty of appearing at such 
receptions also falls — and increasingly 
so — on the generals of the Israeli Army, 
all of whom frequently interrupt their 
military duties to trave. to Miami Beach, 
New York or Johannesburg and return 
with full pockets. 


That being so, we can understand the 
fact that most of the big Israeli industries 
are actually losing money, and are kept 
alive only by government loans or by 
subsidies. This includes both govern- 
ment-owned and private-owned concerns. 
There is, by the way, no great difference 
between them, since the government con- 
trols the money market very strictly 
so that most of the so-called 'private- 
owned' industry is completely dependent 
on treasury-controlled loans. In practice 
this means that a personal sanction 
from the Israeli Minister of Finance 
(now Pinhas Sapir) is necessary before 


Even before 1967 the Israeli annual 
balance of payments deficit averaged 
about 500 million dollars — which 
meant that each Israeli man, woman or 
child needed a yearly subsidy of 200 
dollars from outside in order to exist. 
But now the deficit has quintupled. 

This means that every Israeli needs now 
about 2.5 dollars daily from outside.

'with sweat and blood a race shall be 
created to us, generous, great and cruel! 


security of the State. Again the change 
of emphasis is crucial. 


all the time, and if we add also the 
number of people who are in the Army, 
the Police and the Border Guards, we 
can deduce that the percentage of wage- 
earners who earn their bread from 
'security projects' (i.e. from war), must 
be about 35-40% of all wage-earners. 

If we add the 'security settlements' and 
consider also those people who are 
indirectly dependant on the wages of those 
working for 'security projects', and 
those actually in uniform, we must arrive 
at the conclusion that the business of 
war dominates Israeli society completely 
and that there is no way of changing 
this situation from inside Israel. The 
war-interest is too powerful there. But 
these people are, of course, completely 
dependant on the money sent by Western 
Jews, since security projects are by their 
very nature economically unproductive. 
One can call it the greatest paradox of 
Zionism. It scorned the Diaspora-Jews 
as 'parasitic' and 'unproductive', and 
finished with the most parasitic society 
in the world, in comparison with 
which Yemen (let us say) is a model of 
productivity, for it lives on its resources. 


Zionism as a (mistaken) way of salvation 
for Jews, Jews have become the means 
for increasing the power of the State of 
Israel, both as money donors — the 
majority — and as cannon fodder — 
the minority. Therefore, the money 
donors should not be insulted — as Ben 
Gurion used to insult them — but 
flattered and cajoled; and the cannon 
fodder must be enticed, by the same 
means that the recruiting sergeant 
employs: money — but a lot of it. 


The best mirror of the new situation 
is the Israeli State Budget for the year 
1970-1971. Of a total sum of 9,910 
million Israeli Pounds, more than 5,000 
millions go on direct or indirect military 
needs, 1 ,900 millions on financing 
the state debt and 700 millions for 
subsidising Jewish emigration (of 
perhaps 40-50,000 people — and this 
in addition to huge sums spent by the 
Jewish Agency). All together these three 
items constitute more than 70% of the 
whole Israeli budget! 


Now, one can disagree with this sort 
of ideal, and I certainly object to it 
violently. But one has to recognise 
that it is a human, although mistaken, 
aspiration. It has a human purpose: 
to create a race of human beings, who 
are thought of as the end and the purpose 
of the process. 


But after 1967 everything was changed. 
No one dares now to criticize the Dias- 
pora— Jews — so long as they give 
money of course. No one calls them 
'human dust' and most important 
The idea that a Jew has to emigrate 
to Israel for his own benefit is dead. No 
one teaches it anymore. Instead, the 
current opinion is that Jews should 
emigrate to Israel in order to increase 
the power of the state, especially its 
military power, and that this emigration 
Is most important, for the sake of the 
state. Not for the Jews! Instead of 


The same change has occurred in relat- 
ion to the agricultural settlements. The 
old theory was that Jews abroad are 
'far from nature' and unused to physical 
work. Agricultural and community life 
in natural surroundings were thought to 
be the means of evolving a 'new type 
of man'. All this has gone. Settlements 
established after the 1967 war are ex- 
clusively of military importance. They 
are all on cease-fire lines or in conquered 
territories, and the one and only encourage- 
ment given to young people to volunteer 
for them is their importance for the 


War Based Economy 

Another revealing statement was made by 
the chief director of the Israeli Ministry 
of Security himself, Mr Isayahu Lavi: 
'About 270,000 workers, who are about 
a quarter of all the civilian wage earners 
in Israel work on security projects in one 
way or another. (Yedioth January 29, 
1971). Since the proportion of those 
engaged 'on security projects' increases 


read Cervantes. It never occurred to 
him to learn Arabic! It is significant 
that those who know some Arabic 
usually know only the local dialect and 
not the literary language (for example 
Dayan and Al Ion). When someone once 
told Dayan that the sort of Arabic he 
tries to speak makes even children em- 
barrassed he is reputed to have said: 

‘But it is good enough for them.' 


The same attitude of contempt pervades 
the whole life of this group. It is sign- 
ificant that German Jews were on the 
whole much more liberal and much more 
keen to learn Arabic. Almost all the 
ancient Orientalists in Israel come from 
Germany, and all the early attempts to 
reach some sort of understanding with 
the Arabs were made by German Jews. 
However, this group not only did not 
achieve power, it did not seek it very 
energetically. Of course. Oriental 
Jews are so much 'out' that any political 
role for them is not possible now. 


In practice, from this vantage point 
power is distributed and co-ordinated 
through the bureaucracy of the Israeli 
Labour Party. This party has held the 
posts of Prime Minister, Minister of 
Treasury, Security, Foreign Affairs and 
Labour continuously since 1948. Since 
the party is ruled by the Secretaf;y- 
General, who is a creature of the govern- 
ment, and who completely controls the 
list of candidates for all elections, the 
system is really self-perpetuating. The 
elections (and the other parties) are 
more or less a formality and so not only 
is the Knesset but tl\e Government 
itself. 


Perhaps this analysis seems fanciful in 
the light of the 'hard' facts given earlier 
about financial contributions to Israel, 
but speaking from experience, I am con- 
vinced that it is the fundamental one. 

Not now of course. Now there is no 
way out for the Israeli establishment. 

But there was a way before, in 1967 
and perhaps immediately after the Six 
Days War. The key question was always 
whether Israel would accept the fact 
that it is situated in the Middle East 
and draw the proper conclusions. However, 
the present establishment has shown itself 
completely incapable of doing so.

diaphragms 


Out of every 100 women who rely on it for a full 
year, about 12 are likely to become pregnant. 


A Diaphragm consists of a soft rubber dome with a circular metal spring enclosed in 
, its rim. It is inserted by squeezing it sideways and sliding it along the back wall of the 
vagina until it rests behind the neck of the uterus. The front is then pushed up be- 
hind the pelvic bone and the expanded ring keeps it in place. A check that the 
cervix is covered can be made by feeling this structure through the dome with the 
index finger. Some women, particularly those who cannot reach the cervix with 
their fingers, will prefer to use a plastic applicator for insertion. 

Diaphragms may be purchased without a prescription but because the shape and size 
of the female structures vary widely, it is essential that the type and si^e of the 
diaphragm should be selected in the first place by a doctor or nurse with the relevant 
knowledge. The doctor or nurse will normally fit the diaphragm, instruct the 
woman in its insertion and removal, check that she can do this efficiently, and instruct 
her in its care. The fitting sliould be rechecked each year, and after any marked change 
in weight (say ter. pounds) or after any pregnancy or abdominal operation. 


A contraceptive jelly or cream which kills sperm on contact is always used with the 
diaphragm. A small amount of the jelly is rubbed around the edge of the diaphragm 
and about a teaspoonful is placed inside the cup. The diaphragm is then put in 
place. For added protection, an additional small amount of jelly is then squeezed up 
against the diaphragm through a plastic tube. The diaphragm must always be insert- 
ed before every act of sexual intercourse and must remain in place for at least six 
hours after intercourse. It can then be removed and a douche used, if desired, to 
remove the jelly that remains in the vagina. But the douche is not necessary — and 
must not be used under any circumstances for at least six hours. Many women rout- 
inely insert the diaphragm each night. Once it has been properly inserted, it can 
stay in place safely for 24 hours without causing any discomfort. 

When properly fitted, neither should be aware of the presence of the diaphragm. The 
combination of a well-fitting diaphragm and an effective spermicide will give a 
high degree of protection if used consistently and intelligently. There may be a 
slight risk of displacement during intercourse because the upper vagine relaxes in 
some women during orgasm and the penis may be accidentally placed in front of 
the diaphragm. Displacement appears to be less likely in women lying on their backs 
with their legs extended. 
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To use the rhythm method effectively 
a woman must keep a record of her men- 
strual periods for one full year. Therefore, 
in fact, you will probably end up taking a 
risk with incomplete figures if you com- 
mence this method after only four or 
five months. Counting the day menstruat- 
ion begins as Day 1 , a woman must note 
the length of the shortest period before 
menstruation starts again and also the 
longest period. If her cycle always takes 
the same number of days, she can simply 
use the chart. 


Some women have such irregular menstru-

To reduce the risk of bursting, care 
should be taken with the teat-end type 
to see that the teat is empty of air or 
with the plain end type to leave a good 
half -inch, at the end (empty of air) 
after the condom has been rolled onto 
the penis. The trusting during intercourse 
will then be less likely to stretch the con- 
dom unduly. 


One available device that does add value 
to the rhythm method — for women who 
are willing to undergo the considerable 
trouble of using it — is a special fever 
thermometer. The release of the ripe 
egg noticeably changes a woman's tem- 
perature, though only by small amounts. 
At about the time the egg is released, the 
body temperature may drop slightly. A 
day or two later it rises to above normal 
by about 0.3 degrees centigrade (about 
0.6 degrees F). It stays at this higher 
level until just before the start of the next 
menstruation when it again drops to the 
normal level. The temp, rise can be noted 
carefully with a thermometer. Once the 
rise has occurred, and the higher temp, 
level, has been recorded for 3 days, the . 
woman can be sure that the egg has 
broken apart and that the unsafe period 
is now over. 


When the sperm is ejected, most of it 
goes into the pocket at the tip but some is 
forced back along the shaft of the penis. 
As soon as the male's orgasm is over his 
penis begins to get smaller, leaving the 
condom a loose fit that may easily slip 
off. Even if it does not, sperm is squeezed 
back along the shaft of the penis and a 
little may escape at the entrance to the 
vagina. It is most important, therefore, 
that immediately his orgasm is over, the 
man should withdraw his penis, holding

The condom is safer than most types of 
contraceptives but it leaves a lot to be 
desired. Most brands sold in Australia 
have'a significant failure rate "through 
leakage" — about 3% to 9% in Durex, 
Silvertex and Superchecker, while Durex 
Gossamer rates 10% and Wet-chex 28.7%. 
Checker is the only brand to show.0% in 
consumer society leakage tests. These 
figures do not take into account those 
condoms which burst during intercourse. 
The use of a condom requires thought 
and control at a time when these may be 
difficult. The condom inevitably reduces 
sensation for both partners. However, 
this reduction in sensation may produce 
some advantage for men who may other- 
wise ejaculate prematurely — before the 
woman has reached her orgasm. If either 
partner has, or may have, venereal disease, 
a condom should be used.

The penis must be stiff before the con- 
dom can be unrolled upon it since the 
condom should be a tight fit so that it 
cannot come off accidentally. To be 
effective the condom must obviously 
not have any holes. Even the best brands 
are not altogether free from holes, so to 
guard against small leaks, it is wise for the 
woman to use a chemical contraceptive 
in the vagina sa-well. This has the advan- 
tage of also acting as a lubricant.

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GOOD AFTERNOON 

In keeping with the overshelming 
nature of the Festival 'Good Afternoon’ 
is presented on two screens with the 
images projected from two specially 
constructed 16 mm movie projectors, 
which will be shipped around Aust- 
ralian Universities with the film. The 
two screen format represents a new 
departure for the documentary film 
of this nature, for up till now the 
multiple screen format has mainly 
been used to provide a visual spectacle, 
as in such films as 'Woodstock'. In 
'Good Afternoon' the use of two screens 
resulted initially from the producers 
own conviction that the documentary 
form of film-making has exhausted 
all its possibilities in its present form. 
The two screens of 'Good Afternoon' 
are structured so the audience is 
frequently a p>art of the creative pro- 


cess, for the individual is left to decide 
which screen he will concentrate on, 
thus allowing a much wider interpretat- 
ion 01 ) any point presented in the film, 
rather than the viewer being forced to 
accept the version of documentary 
'truth' put fonward by the film-maker. 
Thus, at times the two screens carry 
images that work to contradict each 
other, presenting two points of view on 
the same issue; at other times the 
images work together while the sound- 
track works against these images; some- 
times all three elements work independ- 
ently and sometimes together.

COUNTER CULTURE IN SEARCH OF 
A COUNTER CULTURE 

The dominant characteristics of upper 
middle class menopausal urban Australia 
seem to have successfully negotiated the 
generation gap. The distressing result, 
to ihose who fervently hoped for an 
Australian-emergent counter-culture, is 
the profusion of long-haired self-deluding 
individuals whose smattering of fashion- 
able social/cultural conscience belies 
their real identity as home-designated 
Australian Australians, proudly further- 
ing his ethnic image. A blind unreasoning 
dread of creativity and originality, 
"racketeers of the mediocre" preferring 
to ape their USA/UK counterparts, they 
set up a counter cultural collage of 
alien pop fads and North Shore condition- 
ed respectability cults laced with pre- 
dictably generous doses of materialism 
and object obsession. 


Like all Australian bastard cultures, the 
current pop scene is supported by an 
elite (the students, secondary and tertiary) 
and ignored by the bulk of their peers 
who regard day-long exhibitions at local 
showgrounds as opportunities to sunned, 
pissed and have brawls. Indeed the best 
places to see the contrast is at big pop 
shows, weekend festivals in the country. 
While the one group gets drunk and enjoys 
themselves; the other, infinitely more 
serious, make frantic efforts to get to- 
gether an Antipradean plastic Woodstock, 
undeterred by previous disasters. The 
cultural super pirates strive desparately 
to repeat the American success story. 

(and finally do it.) 

Leaving aside the beery populate, an 
examination of the elite and its culture 
shows it to be, cliches and crap aside, 
entirely vacuous and intolerant, sterile 
and bastardized; essentially little different 


from the established hypo-culture. Un- 
fortunately, the commentators who would 
have panted to this mobility of the Aust- 
ralian social ethic probably couldn't stand 
this place and went away (Mac Gregor, 
Neville, Roxon, Sharp etc.) 

The cults of the new respectability are 
as patronizing and discriminatory as the 
old. So with the drug sub-culture, what 
was initiated (and what prospered for a 
time) as a free and intensely personal 
way of relating to music and other people 
has mutated, appearing now as a fregwprk 
has mutated, appearing now as a fragwork 
of distorted values, set on a new hierarch- 
ical pattern. What was a means is now 
an end. The freshness and sensuousness 
has been replaced by a heavy emphasis 
on the power of social acceptance usage 
confers on the user. Another world of 
irrelevant experiences, an ahuihan dimen- 
sion, contributing nothing to the sub- 
ject's understanding of himself or of 


others. Where the experience is sought 
purely for its own sake; where the cul- 
tural is pushed aside in favour of life 
style. And the drug sub-culture here is so 
particularistic (opposed to the univer- 
salism of a true counter-culture) so 
acid is regarded with aweful trembling 
by the local heads despite the fact that 
1 4 and 1 5 year old San Franciscans ate 
with their cornflakes in the summer of 
' 68 . 

In a word, marihuana is pot is grass is shit 
is...well, who knows; but not even GMH 
can match such planned obsolescence in 
nomenclature. And remember your 
heavy image in da cultural scene depends 
on you knowing that next name before 
that next man, man. 

Counter-culture is mono-culture; despite 
dabblings in films, lights, literature, the 
cultural outlet for youthful socio- 
political thought is almost exclusively 
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musical and somehow music manages 
(or managed) to get it all together. Not 
content to dampen the spirit of Frisco 
and Monterey with status cults and 
nihilist drug activities, the Australian 
scene blithely followed the overseas trend 
to saboutage their music as well. 

As the rock revival swung in, real dir- 
ection went out. The music went round 
and round, meandering, aimless, turning 
back on itself. The Beatles busted, -lagger 
finally conclusively, sold out; early 
promise went unfulfilled (King Crimson, 
Iron Butterfly ); all bands 

stood still, some had to peddle furiously 
to stay in the same-place (the Band), Pre- 
dictably, Australian music, consistent as 
always, followed Eurica straight into the 
rut. 

I've got nothing against rock'n'roll, 
what I object to is the priorities recently 
adopted and the attitudes of some of its 
new-found friends. Just look what they're 
done to Bill Haley and the Comets; Bill, 
a balding semi-failure as a C & W singer 
who struck gold in the 1950's with a 
string of inane hits, was thankfully for- 
gotten until he burst forth fairly recently. 
The rush of applause for Bill and the boys 






has seen your discerning pop music dev- 
otee transformed from cultural heavy to 
super consumer. For Bill Haley's band 
must be one of the worst ever, his big 
smash "Rock Around the Clock" 

(Sales of 1 5 million) similarly one of 
the most boring, meaningless and fatuous 
excuses for a song ever recorded. If this 
ruffles your sensibilities write down the 
words of the song and sing it to yourself; 
do it near a toilet. 

The power of the rock revival was breath- 
taking. All bands broadened their repet- 
oire. Led Zeppelin ground out "Have a 
Party Tonight" at their Sydney concert 
to a rapt audience of 26,000. Yet, 
dire as it all was, at least it pointed to the 
shallowness of the Australian brand of 
counter-culture. At the Aquarius Festival 
of Arts here in May last year, zonked-out 
heads waved dumbly up and down to the 
rollicking best of Daddy Cool instead of 
to the heavy serious groups. Spectrum, 
Cocaine, Bakery. Syrius. During the day, 
the terrifyingly intellectual super-cool 
local Leonardos sat about the Union 
dissecting Daddy Cool as a pop phenomen- 
on, and giving rave review through gritted 
teeth and audible winces. A group and 
a sound they would have laughed off the 


stage six months earlier. 

Unfortunately, Daddy Cool took themselves 
seriously before they demolished the 
ridiculous cliquey atmosphere of the 
music appreciation scene. They lost 
their original momentum before they 
could undo the deadly serious nature of 
pop status seeking, the staid concert-type 
experience, row upon row of upturned 
faces, sitting, patient, clapping at the end 
of a solo, at the end of every solo. 

While the big amplified beat throbs ... 
dance, dance, dance; while rythmn and 
movement counts for everything, the 
informed audience sit, perfectly sure of 
themsevles, not over-reacting, not losing 
their cool. Only the hoppers seem to 
want to dance. The mature audience 
sit, sit sit; shit, they pay $4 to see Led 
Zeppelin and although all the seats are 
gone 2'h hours before the start, although 
the gross is over $100,000 although the 
band plays so' loudly that amps distort 
up close, none of them complain. It 
seemed to be just another big concert to 
■ make, to be able to say that you had been 
there. Instant status for $4 ($4.20 if 
mother booked for you at D.J.'s) 

As the Australian counter-cultural scene 
degenerates listlessness, a good, solid. 


sun-parched, unoriginal boredom; waiting 
for what happens next, there is really 
not very much one can do except go 
off with a few friends for the one (beer/ 
joint/screw — it doesn't much matter 
in this place). 

The tragedy is that three years have been 
wasted closing the ranks since 1967/1968. 
Instead of development there has been 
consolidation, a return to old Formulae 
instead of an attempt to devise new ones. 
Consolidation required compromise, the 
consequence being the gradual infiltration 
of capitalist/competi'tive type thinkiitg 
back into a stagnating counter-culture. 
Peter Townsend recognized the inefficacy 
of compromise ("Won't Get Fooled 
Again"), one hopes that the old revolution- 
ary offensive and unyielding emphasis on 
tree self-determination can be recaptured... 

People Try to put us down 
Just 'cos we all get around 
Things they do look awful cold 
Hopv I die before I get old... 

Why don't you all fade away 
Don't try , dig what we all say 
Not tryin cause a big sensation 
Just talking 'bout my generation.

BOOK EARLY TO AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT 
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FUNNY MOVES , the problem of cheap 
student housing. 

Is it a matter of accident that the vast 
majority of people who complete Uni- 
versity degrees and go on to take the 
leading ptositions in government, adminis- 
tration and business, come from rich middle 
class homes? Is it a matter of accident 
that a significantly large number of poorer 
students are having to curtail their studies 
because they cannot afford the cost of 
living on a University? 

Of course not! 

Universities are deliberately structured to 
ensure that the sons of the ruling classes 
will have every opportunity to pass 
through them and thus be qualified to 
inherit the positions of power from their 
fathers. This is simply safeguarding the 
status quo. The University, as much as 
other institutions, has a vested interest 
in keeping power in the hands of the 
moneyed. 

The cost of university study, plus hall 
accommodation plus a small! iving 
allowance is around $2,000; if you don't 
have this amount of money set aside, 
your choices are to either find part time 
work [which is very hard to find! or 
simply drop-out. 

University education is a luxury, yet it 
should not be a luxury. All people who 
desire a university education should have 
a chance of satisfying that desire. 

It is into this context that the problem of 
cheap student housing falls. 

Many student, this far into the year do 
not have satisfactory accommodation. 

-Many are putting themselves into debt 
to live in halls. Many are living in over- 
crowded and in unhealthy surroundings 
and many are depending on the generosity 
and goodwill of friends with space in their 
Toungeroom or on their hall room floors. 
Because the facts are that in Canberra it is 
nearly impossible to find any place at 
all, no matter how grotty or run down 
at less than $9 per week rent. 

At a recent students' association meeting 
SI 500 was allocated to a fund for cheap 
student housing, despite the ravings of a 
demented Treasurer claiming the money 
did not exist. 

The possibilities of finding immediate 
cheap accommodation are not very healthy 
at the moment. 

Reid House is only a possibility if we can 
prove to the Department of Interior the 
immediate short term need for it. This 
involves a written proposal detailing num- 
bers of students interested in rooms there, 
the amount of money students are pre- 
pared to invest, the conditions they are 
prepared to live under and the responsibil- 
ity they are prepared to take. At our last 
meeting with the Minister for Interior 
he quoted the ridiculously high figure of 
$10,000 as being a cost of repairing It 
to community standards and said that 
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this issue; 
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demolition work on Reid House would 
probably start around October (i.e. mid 
exam time). Due to his obvious fear 
the students would turn Reid House into 
a pad full of drug addicts/sex orgies and 
other general anti-social behaviour the 
chances of obtaining Reid House are 
5 not smiling very brightly. 

Another more long term possibility is 
that of obtaining Havelock House for 
use by students. The university is pre- 
pared to put money into Havelock, as 
would be the Students' Association, and 
the general living conditions are far 
better than those of Reid House. However 
Havelock is undergoing extensive renovat- 
ion at the moment, and this will not be 
completed for at least a month, and neg- 
otiation with the controlling Government 
department, the infamous Labour and 
National Service has not yet commenced. 

Also a long term solution being discussed 
is the conversion of one or one part of 
one of the halls into a low cost affair, 
in which students obtain and pay for 
their own food and clean their own 
rooms etc. Last year some of the halls 
voted as to whether to cut back on ser- 
vices. The majority vote was NO, yet the 
total of people who voted or would have 
voted Yes in all the halls combined would 
surely be enough to occupy at least orie 
block of Burton or Garran, which could 
be converted to low cost accommodation. 
Also discussion of a meal ticket system, 
to again lower costs is commencing. J 


Lennox House presents the most satis- ^ 
factory immediate answer. At present 
the SRC operates 21 rooms in Lennos 
at $5 per week to obtain a room there a 
student presents his case to the Lennox / 
House committee and if that committee 
is satisfied that that person ntteds low 
cost accommodation and there is room 
available a room is allocated. Last year 
plans were drawn up and money allocat- 
ed to make another 1 1 rooms suitable to 
live in, yet the work was never done. 

Why not? Can it be done now? 

Another possibility, a very expensive 
possibility is a scheme whereby tfie uni- 
versity either buys or leases houses close 
to the uni and sub-lets them to students. 
This scheme. also was discussed last year 
yet nothing was done. Why not? 

A committee was elected at the last 
(the big controversial one) Students' 
Association meeting to investigate the 
Housing crisis, i.e. its preportions and 
possible solutions. It consists of our 
honourable President Richard Refshauge, 
Alan Gould, Helen Pringle, David Wright, 
Nick Richardson and Larry Jones. The 
committee wishes all students who either 
have suggestions as to answers to the 
housing ct isis or who are in particularly 
bad positions accommodation-wise to 
contact it through the SRC Office. The 
committee will soon be sending out a 
survey to find out the actual reality of 
the housing problem and would greatly 
appreciate accurate answers and prompt 
replies in order to do its best with the 
problem.

Imports, 
usually costing S7.95, can be had for 
around $5.75.

E XPANDING THE MIND WITH TRANS- 
CENDENTAL MEDITATION 

The year 1956 witnessed the death of 
one of the world's great spiritual 
teachers. He was Swami Brahmananda 
Saraswati, Shankaracharya of Jyotir 
Math ("Guru Dev"). His gifts to man- 
kind were twofold: firstly he rediscovered 
the relationship between a conscious 
state and the corresponding physiological 
itate, and secondly he discovered a method 
jy which anybody may gradually tap his 
full mental potential without having to 
change his life style in any way except 
by practising an effortless technique 
for about half an hour a day. 

This technique is known as "transcenden- 
tal meditation". It differs from the more 
traditional forms of Eastern meditation 
in that it requires no concentration, 
no contemplation, no special diet or 
exercise and is completely effortless. It 
is. moreover, highly pleasurable. 

Everybody who practises transcendental 
meditation finds that every aspect of his 
life improves including. 

|i) A refinement of perceptions. 

When meditating the body enters a new 
physiological state in which it receives 
a profound rest, a much deeper rest than 
that experienced in sleep. This allows the 
release of extremely deep rooted stresses 


from the nervous system, improving the 
functioning of the nervous system and 
consequently increasing the sensitivity of 
each perception. This also causes an 
increase in the intensity of feelings and 
emotions (coupled with an increased abil- 
ity to face disappointments cheerfully). 

(ii) A broadening of the way in which 
the world is conceived. 

Most people can only conceive of the 
world in a very restricted way except when 
under the influence of certain drugs. 
Meditating allows us to consciously ex- 
perience with hitherto unused parts of 
the mind. Hence we have experiences 
completely different to those we are 
used to, and we become able to see the 
world from a much wider point of view. 
This increases our creativity, for we have 
a much larger store of experiences to 
draw on. 

(i) and (ii) are normally known as 
"expanding conscious awareness", or 
"expanding the mind". 

(iii) An improvement in health including 
a complete disappearance of psychosomatii 
ills. 

This is because of the profound rest 
experienced by the body when in meditat- 
ion. It has been scientifically proved 
that when in meditation the body enters 
a different physiological state to those 
states normally experienced viz waking. 


dreaming and deep sleep, and also 
hypnotic states. 

(tv) An increased catiacity for carrying 
out daily tasks 

It is found from experience that the more 
refined our perceptions and emotions are, 
and the broader our horizons of con- 
ceptualisation, the more pleasing the ex- 
periences obtained through these faculties 
become. Hence meditators experience 
life more fully and enjoy it more. So 
daily tasks become not only easier to 
bear, but a positive pleasure. This fact, 
coupled with the sharpening of the intel- 
lect which meditating brings, and the 
general improvement in health, make any 
task much easier. 

(v) Improved social relationships 
Merely by being happy all the time, 
relationships with other people improve. 
Self-confidence also improves through 
meditation, since feelings of inadequacy 
are all caused by forms of tension, and 
meditating removes every form of tension. 

(vi) Greater fulfilment in life 

As well as the effects mentioned above, 
we find more and more of our desires 
are fulfilled. This occurs for two reasons. 
Firstly our desires are gradually trans- 
formed so that those desires that are bad 
for us and the world are transformed into 
"good desires", which are easier to satisfy. 
Secondly, we have much more ability 
to do anything (as in (iv)) including 


atisfying our desires. 

I might mention here that for this reason 
meditating is a cure for hard drug addicts 
for they both lose the desire to take 
narcotics and also experience a much 
higher state of consciousness than can be 
obtained through drugs. 

T ranscendental meditation is presented to 
the world today by Maharishi Mahesh 
Yogi, Guru Dev's spiritual successor, A 
teacher trained by him will be giving a 
lecture and showing a film on Friday 
24th March in the Haydon/Allen Tank 
at 1 pm. She will be able to teach trans- 
cendental meditation on the weekend 
beginning Saturday 25th March. Un- 
fortunately, due to the structure of the 
society we live in, a fee is asked to cover 
organisational costs and to allow teachers 
to eat. Information about transcendental 
meditation may be obtained from Sonja 
Hamilton (ph, 512951) or from the 
Transcendental Meditation Centre, 319 
Edgecliffe Road, Woolahra, Sydney 
(ph.

UNIVERSITY BOAT SHED OPENED 

The new $33,000 University Boatshed 
was opened last Saturday, 18 March, 
by the Ambassador of Israel, His Excellen- 
cy MrMoshe Erell, before a gathering 
of one hundred and fifty members and 
friends of the Club. 

Mr Erell is a member of the Sports 
Union and an honorary member of 
the University Boat Club. He finds time 
for the occasional row from the shed. 

In his speech opening the shed, he sug- 
gested a possible race between Diplomats 
and University Staff. 

The shed was largely financed by an 
Australian Universities Grant to the 
University for sporting facilities. The 
Sports Union contributed several thous- 
and dollars to the building. Mr Andrew 
Proctor, President of the Sports Union, 
in addressing the gathering, said that it 
was appropriate that the Boat Ciub should 
so benefit from the use of this first 
major capital work for the Union, because 
the Boat Club was one of the most active 
clubs on campus both in active sport and 
in raising money to help itself. 

Professor Arthur Burns, President of 
the Boat Club, welcomed the guests, 
among whom were Sir John and Lady 
Crawford, Mr Hohnan, Dr and Mrs Short 
and Mr Packard. 

The shed merges into the trees on the 
bank of Sullivan's Creek, approximately 
three hundred yards downstream from 
the bridge near the South oval pavilion. 

A grass lawn stretches down from the 
shed to the concrete and wood slate 
covered pontoon. The shed features 
hot showers, women's changing rooms, 
a good workshop area and an elaborate 
fire system in case the soiid brick struct- 
ure catches fire. 

After the opening of the shed, Mrs 
Paltridge named the "R.W.Paltridge" 
after her son, the late Roger Paltridge, 
who rowed for the University and who 
died in an accident in Adelaide late last 
year. Mrs Erell then named the 
"Sullivan's Creek" The smashing of the 
well-directed champagne bottles was 
followed by a few quiet drinks which 
later progressed into one of the better 
Boat Clubbarbeques for some time.
